The City of Chicago Department of Business Affairs & Consumer Protection (BACP) and the 
above named Licensee have agreed to the following license conditions concerning the operation 
of the business: 

Amendments to Plan of Operation 

1. The terms and conditions of this Second Amended Plan of Operation shall not be altered 
or amended prior to May 1, 2019. After that date, representatives from the Department of 
Business Affairs and Consumer Protection, Alderman Smith's office and the Licensee 
may meet to discuss amendments to this Second Amended Plan of Operation. 

Hours of Operation 

2. The hours of operation shall be from 10:00 a.m. to 11 :00 p.m. on Sunday, Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday; 10 a.m. to 2 a.m. on Thursday, Friday and Saturday. 

3. Extended hours of operation from 10 a.m. to 2 a.m. shall be allowed on dates previously 
approved by the Alderman and BACP. These include but are not limited to St. Patrick's 
Day weekend, Halloween, DePaul Fest, Sheffield Garden Walk, and New Year's Eve. 

Noise level and Community Concerns 

4. Licensee shall monitor noise levels emanating from the premises to ensure compliance 
with Chicago Environmental Noise Ordinance. Licensee shall comply with applicable 
provisions of Chapter 8-32 of the Municipal Code of Chicago including, but not limited 
to: 

a. While the Premises are in operation, Licensee may have tables available for 
customers, but must remove the tables at the close of business daily. 

b. From 10 p.m. to closing time Licensee shall have an employee stationed outside 
to facilitate the healthy flow of traffic and monitor potential disruptions.

Lighting 

c. Licensee shall have a dedicated cell phone, (402) 603-2947 and email address, 
alertdevildawgs@gmail.com which shall be made available to community 
members to notify the Licensee of any issues or concerns. 

5. Licensee shall fix the light currently disturbing the neighbors and eliminate the impact of 
the light on its neighbors. 

Loitering 

6. Licensee shall maintain "No Loitering" signs with language requesting that the neighbors 
and neighborhood be respected. 

7. Licensee shall take steps to avoid loitering by patrons. Should there be patrons that 
refuse to stop loitering and become problematic, the incident shall be documented in the 
Incident Log (if7) and the Chicago Police Department (CPD) shall be contacted. 

Garbage Removal 

8. Licensee shall: 

a. Ensure that all garbage containers are covered and removed at the end of business 
to help in controlling rodent infestation in the neighborhood. 

b. Have an employee conduct daily street sweeps at the close of business to pick up 
any trash left by patrons (north on Sheffield to Webster; south on Sheffield to 
2126/2127 N. Sheffield; west down alley south of the licensed premises to 
Bissell; west down gangway north of licensed premises). 

Log books: 

9. Licensee shall maintain a 911 Call Log to record all calls to 911, and an Incident Log to 
record any illegal activity observed outside the licensed premises. 

10. Licensee shall maintain a Litter Management Log to record daily street sweeps (if6b ). All 
Logs shall be kept on the licensed premises for a period of one year and made available 
to the CPD or BACP personnel upon request. 

Change of Officers: 

1 I . Licensee shall immediately provide the city with updated information as to the owners 
and officers of Chicago Dogs, LLC to match with the records of Illinois State Secretary 
of State data. Licensee shall promptly notify BACP of any change of officers.

CAPS AND Community Meetings 

12. Licensee shall attend regular CAPS beat meetings and CAPS hospitality meetings and 
agrees to set up and or attend meetings with Alderman, police commander and 
community residents or groups to discuss any problematic concerns regarding the 
operations. 

The agreed conditions of this Second Amended Plan of Operation are legally binding and may be 
enforced by City of Chicago enforcement authorities. Violation of the above stated agreed 
conditions may result in the imposition of a fine and/or suspension or revocation of all business 
licenses issued to the licensee. 

The agreed conditions of this Second Amended Plan of Operation shall apply to the business 
address and Licensee and to all officers, managers, members, partners and direct or indirect 
owners of the licensed entity. The sale of the business to other persons purchasing the stock of 
the licensed entity shall be subject to the same agreed conditions set forth in this Plan of 
Operation. 

It shall be the duty of every person conducting, engaging in, operating, carrying on or managing 
the above-mentioned business entity to post this Second Amended Plan of Operation next to the 
City of Chicago License Certificates issued to Licensee in a conspicuous place at the Premises.
